The Rev. Dr. Schaff, of New York, 
expressed admiration of the recent work of 
Moody and Sankey, aud hb it would be per- 
maveutiv useful.

INDIAN TERRITORY. 


The Consolidated Agency of the bivil- 
ized Tribes. 
Special Correspondence of The Chicage Tribune, 
Musxocrsr, ‘Creek Nation, I. T., July 15.— 
By authority of an act of Congress passed at 
its last session, 
THE CONSOLIDATED AGENCY 
of the Cherokees, Creeks, Choctaws, Chicka- 
saws, and Seminoles, was located during the 
present week. It is the intention of the Gov- 
ernment to expend about $10,000 for the erec- 
tion of suitable buildings for the Agent (which 
are now under contract), in. pursuance of the 
treaty of 1866 with the Creeks. A model farm 
of 640 acres will be attached thereto, and put 
under fence, broken, and improved, to 
demonstrate to the Indians the principles 
of modern and correct farming. The site 
selected forthe buildings has been finally deter- 
mined on, and is about 8 miles from this point, 
on Prospect Hill,—almost a mountain,—well 
studded with timber, surrounded by high ranges 
of hills, interspersed with prairie and woodlands, 
and commanding a view of a broad expanse of 
country. The location is healthful; the lands 
are fertile ; excellent springs of pure and sweet 
water are abundhbnt; and, in fact, a more 
beautiful and convenient point cannot be found 
in tye Territory. It is the expressed purpose of 
the enterprising citizens of Muskogee to erect at 
once, at their own expense, a suitable office in 
town for the transaction of the business of the 
Agency and the convenience of the Agent, who 
stands deservedly high with them as well as 
others.

The Bankers’ Convention, which is Som- 
posed mostly of Oashiers of the i 
Banks throughout the country, have, Among 
other resolutions, adopted one favoring the 
resumption of specie payments, and calling 
upon every citizen to hasten ‘the day when 
every promise of the Government to pay 
a dollar shall be redeemed in coin. This 
expression is one of considerable importance. 
The Saratoga Convention may be fairly con- 
strued to represent the preponderance of 
sentiment of the bankers of this country. 
Their declaration means, therefore, that they. 
are willing to redeem the notes they issue in 
gold whenever the Government is prepared 
to do the same thing, or fund its notes, and 
that they are anxious that this time should 
be hastened. Of course they will not re- 
deem in gold so long as greenbacks remain 
legal-tenders, and it would be folly for them to 
attempt to do so. But this declaration of 
theirs shows an honesty of purpose and de- 
gree.of courage and intelligence that are 
creditable to the bankers of the United States, 
and they can scarcely fail to exert an impor- 
tant influence in the right direction. 


INCREASE OF AVAILABLE GOLD. 
We print this morning a well-written arti- 
cle upon the subject of reducing the demand 
for gold, and thus hastening the advance of 
greenbacks towards par. That part of the 
proposition to receive interest coupons in 
payment of duties we indorse, as that 
measure was suggested some years ago in 


for gold to the extent of the coupons except 
, When 6 


before their maturity, the United States 
would offer a slight but all-sufficient induce- 
ment to have these coupons put an the 
market. 

To thus accept these coupons would fur- 
nish a constant check on the gold-room. The 
amount of gold which speculators would be 
compelled to carry would be thus increased, 
and permanently, and such a thing as main- 
taining a speculative demand for coin for that 
purpose would be rendered far more difficult. 
There would be $107,000,000 of gold coupons 
put on the market every year; these would 
be in constant competition with the gold held 
by the speculators, and the result would be 
that the premium would not be subject to 
sudden advances, and would of necessity 
gravitate to that rate warranted by the re- 
duced demand. We do not agree, however, 
with the proposition to receive greenbacks in 
payment of duties. The valueof greenbacks 
is not a fixed one. It is subject to fluctua 
tions, and there would be no certainty in 
the value of that portion of the 
revenue received in that form. There 
is a wide difference between them and the 
coupons. The latter are equivalent to gold 
and redeemable at a fixell date. Their pay- 
ment is an annual charge on the Government, 
and to receive them in payment of duties 
would be merely to make the gold surplus 
now idle in the Treasury available to restore 
the credit of the Government and reduce its 
indebtedness by the purchase of bonds. 
There may be objections to this plan. Let 
us hear what they are, and they will be duly 
considered.

suspended were yesterday arraigned on this 
charge, and held im bail of $40,000 each. 
The operation of a similar procedure in 
Chicago would have an unpleasant effect 
upon a certain great financier not now in the 
banking busincas.

The Government has imperative 

use for coin for two purposes. One 

of these is the payment of interest on 

the public debt, amounting to $107,000,000 

annually, and the other is for the sinking 

fund, 1 per cent on the amount of the public | 
debt, averaging 820, 000, 000 annually. These 

two items now aggregate 5127, 000, 000 of 

gold imperatively required annually. There 

is, therefore, a surplus receipt of gold equal 

to $87,000,000. This surplus, with its an- 

nual accumulation, is kept in the Treasury, 

and held in readiness to pay out in the pur- 

chase of bonds, or to sell for greenbacks, and 

use for general expenses to whatever extent 

the internal revenue is deficient. But, in ad- 

dition to this surplus, the Government keeps 

on hand twenty to fifty millions of coin to 

redeem the coupons of the bonded debt as 

they fall due from time to time. There is 

generally a coin balance in the Treasury of 

idle gold of fifty to eighty or ninety millions. 
The only gold paid to the Government is 

for duties on imports, and the only present 

commercial uses for gold is to pay duties and 

to export as bullion in settlement of balances 

in European, Cuban, Brazilian, and Chinese 

trade, and to pay interest on various kinds of 

American securities held abroad, and the 

traveling expenses of American tourists in 

foreign countries. On this point our corre- 

spondent intelligently observes that gold is 

one of our industrial products, and that, be- 

ing produced in surplus, we export it just as 
we export cotton or any other product. Those 

who grieve over the exportation of gold might 
with as much consistency complain of the ex- 

port of corn or provisions. The national 

misfortune is, that, while the world would 
rather have our manufactures than our gold, 
our tariff laws practically prohibit their ex- 
portation by rendering it too expensive to 
export manufactures. 

At the close of business June 30, 1875, 
there were in the Treasury $79,854,000 of 
gold ; at same date the interest due and 
payable was $28,450,000, leaving a surplus of 
‘$51,000,000, After paying the July interest 
the gold in the Treasury will accumulate, 
paying out small sums for interest in August, 
September, and then another $28,450,000 in 
January, and small payments in March and 
May. ‘The average surplus on hand, the year 
round, after paying the interest and the 
sinking fund, will exceed $50,000,000 or 
$60,000,000. This amount of gold, thus car- 
ried from quarter to quarter and year to 
year, bears no interest, and earns nothing 
for the Treasury. The surplus would be 
much greater if the Secretary did not go into 
the market and buy up greenbacks at the 
current rates,—the premium on this 
transaction exceeding five millions of dollars 
a year. 

The merchants of the United States in 
order to pay duties have to purchase 
$163,000,000 of gold annually, of which 
the Government carries $50,000,000 or more 
without interest. It collects $163,000,000, 
pays $127,000,000 for interest and to the 
sinking fund, sells $36,000,000 for green- 
backs, and at the same time keeps a surplus 
of $50,000,000 or $60,000,000 unemployed. 
As $107,000,000 of this gold is intended ex- 
clusively to pay the interest coupons when 
due, we can discover no impropriety, wrong, 
or derangement in receiving these at 
their value in place of gold for duties. Thus, 
after the Ist of January, 1876, there will be 
held $28,000,000 of interest coupons payable 
on the ist of July, or six months later. 
“If the United States would receive these 
coupons as equivalent for gold in payment of 
duties, it would have the, effect of

But if a Twentieth Ward ballot-box-stafer 
is to be rewarded with an official place, how 
much more do the judges and ballot-box- 
stuffers of the First Ward and some other 
wards deserve office?

INTERNATIONAL COPYRIGHT. 

Mr. Onartes Reapz, the novelist, has ad- 
dressed an open letter to the New York 
Tribune upon the question of copyright, in 
which he takes the broad ground that oopy- 
right is not a monopoly, and sensationally 
offers to bet £150 to £50 that it is not, and 
names certain referees to decide it. The 
letter is written in his customary inflated and 


than his customary vanity, self-conceit, and 
personal abuse. All who oppose his proposi- 
tion are set down as muddle-heads, knaves, 
fools, and pettifoggers.” That Mr. RAD 
himself has not suffered by a want of copy- 
right is shown by the fact that he admits 
our home market is not seriously injured by 
American piracy, but Ais (the American’s) 
home market is,” and he adds: 
The remuneration of the established Amorican 
author is artificially lowered by the crushing compe- 
tition of stolen goods, and, as for the young American 
author, however prothising his genius, he is generally 
nipped in the bud. I can give the very process, He 
brings the publisher his manuscript, which represents 
months of labor, and of debt; because all the time 
a man is writing without wages the butcher's bil] and 
baker’s are growing fast and high. His manuscript is 
the work of an able novice; there are some genuine 
observations of American life and manners, and some 
sparks of true mental Gre; but there are defects of 
workmanship; the man needs advice and practice, 
Well, under just laws, his countryman, the publisher, 
would nurse bim; but ag things are he declines to 
buy, at ever so cheap a rate, the work of promise, be- 
cause he can obtain gratis works written with a certain 
mechanical dexterity by humdrum but practiced En- 
glish writers. 
At the risk of being set down m Mr. 
Reape’s category of *‘ muddle-heads, knaves, 
fools, and pettifoggers,” we very seriously 
question whether American genius is being 
driven out of the book-market at all by 
‘‘Americam piracy,” as Mr. Raps calls it. 
Stale stuff and trash may suffer in the com- 
petition with English stale stuff and trash, 
but respectable and competent authors al- 
ways find a market for their work at a fair 
price. The publishers will bear witness that 
the market is now overstocked with authors. 
English books are in the main cheap, and, 
under the spur of the competition of cheap- 
ness, American books are made cheaper. 
Being made cheaper, their sale is enhanced. 
Cheap English books means cheap American 
books, and vice versa. Protect English books 
with a copyright monopoly in the United 
States, and immediately the price will be 
put up. The dollar book will become a two- 
dollar book. The two-dollar book a three or 
four dollar book, and so on. The American 
books will follow suit. The absence of an 
international copyright means afull market 
of cheap-selling books, and a wide diffusion 
of knowledge and information. The copy- 
right can have no other effect than to increase 
the price, and eventually make literature a 
costly luxury. As only high-priced books 
can hold their own against the monopoly of a 
copyright, all cheap labor must be crushed 
out, and a favored few will enjoy the extor- 
tionate emoluments of their profession. 
High-priced and high-toned authors mag 
have rights, but the public also has rights, 
and, if it has one right more positive than 
another, it is that of obtaining knowledge as 
cheaply as possible. 


The United Kingdom of England and Wales, 
Scotland and Ireland, with the Channel Islands 
thrown in, are only twice as large in area as 
the State of Illinois, but they are all the 
** world’s workshop,” and are supplying the 
unoccupied parts of the habitable world not 
only with manufactures and capital, but with 
men. One of their largest exports is human 
flesh and blood, done up in individual pack- 
ages, and shipped across oceans and seas. The 
tide of emigration has been flowing ever since 
the first English settlement was made on the 
American coast, more than 250 years ago. It 
has had ite ebbs and floods, but has never 
been wholly cut off. Even during the Revo- 
lution, some of the British soldiers who came 
to prevent our independence remained to en- 
joy it. 

Emigration from the United Kingdom at- 
tracted comparatively little attention before 
1815. It deserved little, for by that year it 
had attained scanty proportions. The num- 
ber of persons emigrating was only 2,081. 
The next year it rose to 12,510, and there 
was a steady advance until 1819, when 
the number was 34,987. The average 
for the next ten years was not not as great as 
this, but American flush times when we were 
rushing upon the crisis of 1836-7 attracted 
crowds of British and Irish subjects. In the 
five years from 1830 to 1834, inclusive, the 
aggregate number of emigrants from the 
United Kingdom to America was 881,956. 
This was thought enormous, but it is only a 
little more than the annual average now. Up 
to this time (1834), more persons had emi- 
grated to the British Colonies in North Amer- 
ica than to the United States. Very 
many of them had made Canada

„States, but numbers had changed their 
home and not their flag. The tide turned in 
1834. As late as 1839, however, the emigra- 
tion of the last twenty-five years had sent 
499,899 to the Colonies and only 417,- 
765 to the “States.” But from 1840 the

59,716 in 1858. Tue outbreak t of 
‘Civil War reduced it 87,500 
1860 to 49,764 in 1861. The Irish famine 
forced it up from 82,239 in 1846 to 142,154 in 
1847, and 188,233 in 1848, and 219,450 in 
1849, and 230,885 in 1850. Corresponding 
figures for the North American Colonies were 
43,439 in 1846, and 109,680 in 1847, when it 
suddenly dropped to 31,065 in 1848. When 
gold was discovered in Australia, the number 
of emigrants thither quadrupled in a year. 
From 21,532 in 1851 it became 87,881 in 1852, 
and 61,401 the next year, and 83,237 the next, 
or 1854. It continued to decline in Australia 
down to 12,227 in 1870. 

In 1873 the total nuniber of emigrants from 
the United Kingdom was 310,612, or about 1 
per cent of the whole population of the King- 
dom. Of these persons, 233,073 came to the 
United States. This rate of decrease exceeds 
the annual average increase of the British 
population between 1861 and 1871. For these 
ten years it was only 8.8 per cent, But the 
great proportionate loss was from Ireland. 
Nevertheless, population is now increasing 
more rapidly than emigration and death to- 
gether can thin it. According to the report 
of the Registrar-General, the net daily in- 
crease in the population of the United King- 
dom is 705. In 1865, the total population 
was 29,861,908. In 1874 it was 32,412,000. 

The wonderful fact shown by these figures 
is, that this little cluster of islands on the 
western shore of Europe should produce 
such enormous numbers of human beings. 
England and Wales, in which the land is 
owned by comparatively few persons, are 
more “densely populated than any other 
country in Europe except Belgium, which is 
a land of manufactures and farm patches. 
Yet the density increases every year, despite 
the hundreds of thousand who leave the 
teeming shores of Old England and ancient 
Erin for the New World. It would be an in- 
teresting study to trace the effect of British 
emigration upon British trade, and discover 
how much of the vast commerce of the 
United Kingdom consists of buying from and 
selling to ex-Britons. We shall return to this 
theme hereafter. 
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THE HIGHER EDUCATION OF WOMEN. 

Vassar College, when it was founded, was 

the best institution of the sort in the United 
States. It is hereafter to have competitors 
which may eclipsé it. Not that it has retro- 
graded. It seems to have advanced. It has, 
moreover, the great advantage of several 
years’ experience. But Marrazw Vassar’s 
donation of the money set an example which 
has since been followed, and, like most ex- 
amples, improved upon. Next fall will see 
the opening of two large colleges designed 
for feminine education, and apparently most 
wisely planned. Each has peculiar features. 
The experience of the next ten years, in them 
and in Vassar, will go far towards settling 
various vexed questions about the education 
of women. 
Sage College will be an experiment in 
modified co-education. When Cornell Uni- 
versity was organized, the seal chosen for it 
bore Ezra Cornnzxu’s saying that he wished 
to found an institution in which any one 
could be taught anything. But the saying 
was forthwith falsified by the refusal of the 
authorities to admit women as students. 
Some time ago, the Hon. H. W. Sacer offered 
the University $300,000 on condition that 
the money should be used in promoting the 
higher education of women. The offer was 
too great to be rejected. The Trustees swal- 
lowed their scruples against co-education and 
pocketed the oash. Hence Sage College. 
Its ample roof is to shelter 120 young women, 
who will follow the same course of studies 
as the Cornell boys do. They are to 
attend certain lectures and recitations 
with the male members of the Univer- 
sity, but will have separate instruc- 
tion in ether branches. The University 
will grant them the same degrees bestowed 
upon male graduates. Sage College will 
practically be one of a group of. colleges 
which together form Cornell University. It 
is said to have been suggested by the success 
of Girton College, at Cambridge, in which 
English women are getting a university edu- 
cation, and which hopes ere long to be fully 
recognized as part of the University. 

The other new college bears the beautiful 
and uncommon name of Smith. It is the 
child of Miss Sorma Smrrn, of Hatfield, 
Mass., whose brother left her $200,000 fif- 
teen years ago. She decided to use it to en- 
dow some charitable institution, but hes- 
itated between two extremes,—an asylum 
for the deaf and dumb and a college for 
women. She finally decided in favor of 
the latter. After ten years’ study of the 
question of female education, she made up 
her mind, made her will, and died. The 
buildings of Smith College have been erected 
at Northampton, Mass., and the first class 
will be admitted next fall. The President is 
Prof. (now Congressman) SEN Tn. The Col- 
lege contains no dormitories. The students 
are to board in the village, live in the fam- 
ilies of the Professors, or practice co-operative 
housekeeping in cottages built on the College 
grounds. The course of study is to be as 
comprehensive as that of Yale or Harvard, 
and the examination for admission 1s proposed 
to be as thorough as it is in these Univer. 
sities. N

This bill was passed, with the exception of 
the third paragraph, which was stricken out, 
and thus prevents foreigners whose friends 
or relatives die in Switzerland from 
their bodies to their mative 
places. Under this law, every American 
family suffering a bereavement in Switzer- 
land would be immediately prevented by the 
police from sending the remains of the loved 
one home, and would be compelled to bury 
the body in the regular order of the graves in 
a Swiss cemetery, to be disinterred in the 
regular order by the sexton when its turn 
came round, As a remedy for this, Dr. Ba- 
con suggests that the Government should 
take measures to secure some little plots of 
ground at a few of the principal centres 
of American travel to be used as ceme- 
teries, where the dead might rest without 
danger of disturbance. They would be taken 
care of and adorned by the American resi- 
dents, and in time would become delightful 
places of resort like the English cemeteries 
at Rome and Florence. In the rush and 
hurry of this material age, Dr. Bacon's 
proposition may not receive attention, but it 
nevertheless deserves it. Such regulations as 
those which exist in Switzerland will always 
be a drawback upon the pleasure of travelers, 
as well as a positive injustice, if not outrage. 
These little plots could be purchased very 
cheaply and would always be kept in order 
by American residents. It would require 
very little outlay, and would make reparation 
for a great international wrong.

The Report of Special Agent Ellicott. 
To the Editor of The Chicago Fribune: 

Cievetanp, O., July 19.—A telegram from 
your Washington correspondent, recently pub- 
lished in your columns, does not quite do me 
justice; for, in speaking of my report to the 
Secretary of the Treasury, itis stated that I an- 
nounce the worthlessness of the Alaska fish- 
eries, mineral leads, ete. This is not so; on the 
contrary, I speak in high terms of the value of 
the salmon-fisheries, which I believe to be the 
best in the world. I give less importance, bow- 
ever, to the cod-banks than bas been usually as- 
cribed to them; andI tell the truth only in say- 
ing that, in regard to the value of the minerals 
of the Territory, we none of us as vet know 
enough to pass an authoritative opinion. 

The condition of the people up there (except- 
ing those of the Seal Islands) is one of great 
demoralization, and I so state it; but it is due 
alone to the tardiness of Government, since the 
transfer, in providing an effective means of 


Supervision of its interests there, breaking up 


the curse of whisky-makiug and smuggling, etd., 
ete. The present condition of affairs up there 
is simply shameful on the part of the Govern- 
ment, aud I s state it in my report, and cannot 
in any way whatever be laid upon the commer- 


orem evils, have no support or backing of law 
to-day. 

Mr. Dall is also credited with saving that the 
people of Alaska are merely vassale of these 
traders or the Alaska Commercial Company. 
Until I see the name of this gentleman append- 
ed to such a statement, I shall deny the fact;

WHAT IS MONEY? 


Difference Between an Object and & 
Medium of Exchange. 

_ Mr. Charles H. Carroll, of Boston, replies to 

Wendell Phillips on the nature and functions of 

money. His statement is so clear and irrefuta- 


ble that we reproduce it: 
Te the Hutter of the Boston Globe: 

Wendel! Phillips accepts for truth the perni- 
cious error first promulgated as a doctrine of po- 
litical economy by the celebrated projector, 
John Law, whose purposes it served, that money 
is not an object of exchange, but merely the m-- 
dium of exchange. On this metaphysical ab- 
straction the whole fabric of fictitious currency 
rests, and Mr. Phillips is endeavoring to found 
upon it ascheme of Government paper currency 
unlimited in volume, except in the desire and 
ability of individuals to make mortgages and in- 
cumber themselves and the nation with a need- 
less ioad of debt. 

Money is no abstraction: it is a commodity, 
the simplest thing in the world, It is the fauo- 
tion of a commodity to circulate as an object of 
exchange, to be bought and sold; and this is 
expressly the function of money. Money is the 
most essential and conspicuous object of ex- 
change in commerce the wide world over. No- 
body cares, aa question of commerce or science, 
what may be the ultimate use of a thing which 
everybody or anybody, wants as a commodity, 
and is ready to pay for in value or service. As a 
commodity, everybody wants money. 

There is no special medium of exchange. 
Every commodity has the quality of a medium 
of exchange; that is to easy, every com- 
modit id capable of being a medium as weil 
as an object of exchange. The owner of iron 
may find it comvenient to e nge his iron, 
pouod for pound, for woo), as a medium to ex- 
change for wheat, or any other desirable thing, 
without even naming the money unit. Nor is 
this sort of business very exceptional ; it is com- 
mon among farmers and country dealers in re- 
mote places. 

ibe purpose of a medium of exchange is per- 
fectly served by an evidence of debt, an ordinary 
account current, any sort of base metal is a token, 
or even by a counterfei§ coin or note, at the op- 
tion of those who consent to the employment of 
such a medium; but the purpose of money can 
only be served by that which makes full payment 
in itself, ag an object of exchange, an absolute 
equivalent of intrinsic value ia cost, demand, and 
supply. It is the essence of money,” says Mr. 
Huskisson, to possess intrinsic value.” Par- 
chasing power is not value unless it be paying 
power also. 

There is nothing in a bank or a Government 
currency but the principle of an account current. 
We have but to debit the bank or the Govern- 
ment, as the case may be, to the value loaned on 
its obligation, and credit the same by the value 
received when the obligation is disposed of. Does 
any one suppose this complication of debt and 
credit is money? or that with its bonds, mort- 

gages, iodorsements, and ramifications of em- 


‘ barrvsement, and the inevitable crises it engen- 


ders, it is, to individuals or the nation, the equir- 
alent of capital in gold and silver? Does 
deli Phillips think so? Yet this complication, 
embarrassment, and poverty in the place of 
money, ve must have it if we adopt his scheme 
of currency, or continue tus mixed sys- 
tem we have now; for so far as we sub- 
stitute an inferior currency for money, money 
Will not maintain its value, and as soon as it 
falls here below iis value in Loudon, as indicat- 
ed by the par of $4.86.65 to the ponnd sterling, 
money will not remain in the coulitry, as every 
merchant knows. 

As to the measure of value—another abstrac- 
tion of the money question—every commodity 
and every service measures the value of that for 


are implements, fixed in their degree, which re- 
main in the hands of sellers ; money is nothing 
of the sort; it isa thing thatis red and 
measured by that which it measures, reciprocally 
tt passes from seller to buyer, and varies in 
value more than many other commodities, es- 
pecially since it is subject to the interference of 
Government and of king in the multipica- 
tion of dollars, of fo odbt and no value, which 
— interchangeable with money, adulterate 
and depreciate it effectually to the cost of the 
owner of money and ultimately of the country, 
without any compensation whatever. 

Double the dollars of eurrency im this country, 
the capital being the same as before, with the 
same activity of circulation, and if the currency 
is real money, or ree en — with it, money 
will fall in value one-half aud prices will be 
doubled, indubitably.

A BLIND MAN’S PERIL 
Great Destruction of Rattlesnakes in 
the Woeds of Penneyivauia, 

| New York Sun, 

SHowora Station, July 16.—A blind man 
named Henry Orfendoff, a native of Wisconsin, 
and a man named John Depuy, from the west- 
ern part of the State of Ohio, got off an Erie 
train at this place, and, crossing over into York 
State, stopped over night at Barryvil'e, On the 
following morning they recrossed the river into 
Pennsylvania, and started for Shohoia Falle, 6 
miles northwest, at or near which they had rela- 
tives residing. Depuy isa great trout fisher- 
man, and, purchasing a fishing-rod and basket, 
the two started on their way, Depuy having con- 
cluded to find Shohola Creek on their way 
up. Leaving Shohola, they walked about a mile, 
when they reached the creek, and Depuy com- 
menced fishing. He fished for about 3 miles, 
meeting with good success, when the two, com- 
ing to an Open spot on the right bank of the 
stream, sat down to rest and lunch. While 
lunching, Depuy had bis attention directed to a 
small ridge of rocks oo the opposite side of the 
ereck, by a peculiar rattling noise. He was sat- 
isfied that a ratvlesnake den was not far distant, 
and calling his blind companion’s attention to 
the fact, Depuy forded the stream. Reaching 
the ne er shore, he walked a few rods up the 
bill, when suddenly his attention was drawn to 
an old dried limb, upon which lay coiled a huge 
rattlesuake. He halloed to his blind comrade to 
ascertain whether be was in hearing distance, 
and receiving an answer he returbed and assisted 
him across the stream. Together the two 
walked to where Depuy had seen the snake, 
when Orfendoff sat down. Seeing a large stick, 
Depuy ae to witnia reaching distance, 
when he the reptile a sudden biow, killing 
it instantly. No sooner had be killed the snake 
jethan Orfendoff called to bim, saying that he 
felt something strange crawl over his feet. 
puy started to return to his comrade, when he 
observed a huge rattlesnake not more than 10 
feet didtant from where the blind man sat. and 
another pot 3 feet away coiled and ready to 
spring. Depuy struck at the furthest snake, but 
missed it, the snake escaping into the rocks. He 
— .. Orfendoff to remain perfectly quiet, 
while he approached ta within reachmg distance 
and attacked the reptile. The snake drew back 
his head in time to escape the blow. Depuy 
agaio raised his stick, but before he could bring 
it down the snake struck the blind man, bury- 
ing its fangs deep into the fleshy part of bis 
fight leg, just below the knee. As the snake 
was about to strike the second ume, Depuy 
struck it a blew which killed it. He then exam- 
ined his companion. The blood was oozing 
from the wound, and the limb began to swell 
rapidiy.. Having heard that fresh dirt imme- 
diately applied toasnake-bite was an almost 
certain cure, he secured some, and after repeat- 
ed applications of this antidote the ewelling be- 
gan to disappear, aud in about two hours the 
leg was reduced almost to its patural size, and 
the unfortunate man was able to slowly resume 
his journey. They took a different course, and 
met with no farther mishap until they were 
about to ascend a small ledge of rocks near a 
swamp. Reaching the summit of the ledge, 
Depuy again heard the deadly rattle, and at the 
base of the hill he discovered poisonous 
reptiles coiled upon stones and ks. The 
snakes were of various sizes, from / to 4 
feet in length. He set to work dispatching 
them, and im less than fifteen minutes he had 


into the rooks and underbrush. It ‘was now 
getting dark, and, having nearly 3 miles to 
go, the two started on their way to the falls, 
which place they reached without any further 
adventures. q

in the woods, several cows and a number of 
sheep, while pasturing in the woods, wandered 
inte these dens and were bitten, one cow and 
three sheep dying from the bites.

THE RAILROAD COMMISSIONERS. 
Svecial Dispatch to The Chicade Tribune, 
Srainorreip, III., July 21.—The Convention 
of Railroad Commissioners met again tbis morn- 
ing at 9 a. m. ' 

A letter was received from John G. Thompson, 
of the Ohio Commissioners, regretting bis in- 
ability to be present; one also from the Wiscon- 
sin Commissioners to the same effect. 

Mr. Mellhaney, of Missouri, then read a paper 
of some length on the subject of trausportation. 
which had evidently been prepared for the oo- 
casion. He asserted the proposition that the 
States at most could only control railroads with- 
in their boundaries, and coald not regulate inter- 
State commerce, and that Federal control was of 
doubtful expediency, if it could be exercised at 
all. Competition must, therefore, be created by 
a thorough improvement of our natural water 
routes, and by a system of Southern canals, 
open end well supplied with water the year 
round. Your correspondent was assured that 
this paper bad no other significance than the 
purpose to furnish a solation of the transporta- 
tion question. Still, I could not help believiog, 
as the Missouri Commissioners were the first to 
propose this Convention, thas the object of the 
paper was to secure the approval of and 
recommendation of the Convention of 
ite leading features, improvemgot of 
water routes and Southern canals, and thus 
sécure an additional lever with which to open up 
the United States Treasury to asystem of South- 
ern internal improvements which should, when 
completed, redound to the glory of St. Louis. 

But then, as this was not the object, as I was 
assured, and as no definite approval of its 
features was secured, I pass.

ST. LOUIS ROADS CUTTING RATES. 

The St. Louis roads, encouraged by the late 
attempt of Messrs. Scott and Garrett to dis- 
crimjpate in favor of their city, axe DOW Waking 
all pOssible efforts to divert the trade of the 
West and Southwest from Chicago to St. Louis. 
Mesers. Scott and Garrett, having been com- 
pelled by the opposition of the Chicago roads to 
make a fair difference between the two cities, 
are now encouraging ‘the St. Louis roads by 
allowing them to make excursion rates over 
their lines at one and one-fifth fare, which is 
less than asingle trip from St. Louis to the 
Eastern cities used to cost. In consequence, 
the through traffic via the Lilinois Central and 
Chicago & Alton Railroads bas almost 
ceased. The Michigan Central ani Michi- 
gan Southern, the mam interest of which 
lies in Chicago, sbould see to it that these roads 
can compece with their St. Louis rivals and also 
allow them to make excursion rates to the East 
atthe same figures. But not only as regards 
passenger rates do the St. Louis roads make 
such efforts, but also as regards freight rates, 
and particularly in live-stock rates. Heretofore 
it was as profitable to stock shippers to ship via 
Chicago as via St. Louis, and henoe nearly all 
the Lexas stock went via this city, especially as 
the Chicago roads bad far better facilities than 
the St. Louis roads. But the difference in rates 
via the two cities has lately been made 
so great most of the cattle coming 
from the Southwest goes via St. Louis. 
While heretofore the rates from St. Louis to 
Eastern cities were as much higher than from 
Caicago as the difference between Kausas City 
and St. Louis and Kansas City and Chicago 
amounted to, thus putting the two cities on an 
equal footing, at present the rates on catile 
from Kansas City to St. Louis are $45 a car, and 
the rates from that city to Chicago are $75 a car.

PARK IMPROVEMENTS. 


Consultation on the Project of 
a Western Avenue Boule- 
vard. 


Sketch of the Plans Submitted to the 
Park Board. 


A conference was held yesterday afternoon 
between the South Town Park Commissioners 
apd property-holders interested io the improve- 
ment of Western avenue and Fifty-fifth 
street, at the intersection of those thorough- 
fares. At 4 o'clock there were present Messrs. 
Gage, Cornell, Morgan, and Sidway, of the 
Board of Park Commissioners; Mr. Sams, Park 
Engineer; Mr. Berry, Park Saperintendent ; the 
Hon. John Wentworth, ex-Lieut.-Gov. Bross, 
the Hon. Thomas Hoyne, and Messrs. Sol. A. 
Smith, Sheldon, John B. Lyon, Adam Smith, 
John McCaffrey, James Doonersberger, W. H. 
Phare, Thomas A. Hill, and W. 8. Hall. The 
meeting was entirely informal in its character, 
and was called by the Park Commissioners in 
order to receive suggestions upon certain

they had in haod. These plans p laying 
out a boulevard along the line of Western ave- 
nue for a distance 8 miles above Fifty-fifth 
street, and also the further Improvement of Fit- 
ty-ufth street and laying out ornamental parks at 
its junction with Western avenue. ‘The Com- 
missioners have negotiated for and secured 140 
feet cf land along the east side of the present 
line of Western avenue. , 


THE PLANS. 

It is proposed to lay the whole out as a boule- 
vard having two roadways each 45 feet wide with 
a park between 120 feet wide. 
side of each roadway is to be a sidewaik 25 feet 
wide, shaded by rows of ash and elm trees.

THE SUGGESTIONS 
made in discussing the plan was one that a lake 
should be made io the park, as the width was 
ample to admit of it, and the excavation . 
would supply the earth needed for filling 
up hollows. At preseut Western avenue 


bas only surface-drainage by means of deep 
ditches alongside of the roadway. The question 
of sewerage was discussed without coming to 
any conclusion on the subject. Park-Engioecer 
Sams stated that brick sewers with mains large 
enough to accommodate the drainage would cost 
from $70,000 to $75,000. The boulevard al 
Fifty-fifth street is called Pavilion parkway, 
is already partially completed, a fine lage- 
drive having been made. When completed in 
accordance with the plan, there will be 4 40- 
foot carriage-drive on each side of a 40- 
foot park, being exactly similar to the 
Drexel boulevard, for 1 mile east of Western 
avenue. Thence for 2 miles and reaching to 
State street, there will be a 75-foot roadway, 
with @ 623<-foot sidewalk on each side. Thence 
for one-balf a mile, leading up to South Park, 
the boulevard will be again similar lar to the Drexel

for the improvement of the intersection of ths 
Western avenue boulevard and the Pavilion para- 
way. The corner-lote have been secured, and it 
is proposed to lay them out in parks of about 
5 acres incladin the roadways. 
In one of the plans the parks are laid out in 
squares, with roadways through them, con- 
necting with both boulevards apd ornamented 
with lakes. A ciroalar plat is to be reserved at 
the intersection of the two boulevards, in which 
itis proposed to piacaa group of statuary or 
some other conspicuous ornament. In another 
plan the two boulevards connected. by curved 
roadways about a large ceatrs] plat encompassed 
by smaller ci plats in which trees aud 
enrubbery will set ont. A preference was 
generally expressed for the first pian, but the 
scheme is still in prospective and subject to 
modification and change.

to complete the improvements proposed, but 
within the next two it is expected chat the 
road wa vs will de made and a large number of 
trees planted. The Park Commissioners have 
now in their nurseries 36,000 young trees, the 
bulk of them elm, ash, linden, and box-elder, 
besides ten varieties of evergreens and fifty 
other varieties of ornamental trees for tne 
adornment of the parks. It is intended to set 
out rows of eims along Western avenue this 

The work when completed will be s magnifi- 
cent improvement, and will greatly enhance the 
value of property in that section. The Western 
avenue boulevard will supply

between the South an est Town boulevards, 
aud will bring the parks of Chicago into one 
grand chain of drives, the links of which will be 
magnificent boulevards. The gentlemen present 
yesterday afternoon all éxpressed great satisfac- 
tion with the plans of the Commissioners, and 
the work will be pushed as rapidly as posa-bie.
